Carl Young Jr. Writes Home About 
His Trip Into East and West Berlin 


ms 


PFC. Carl T. Young Jr., who 
is stationed in Germany, wrote 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
Young recently, after making 
a trip into East Germany with 
two other Texans. The Herald 
is printing this letter in full I 
to give “the people back home’’ 
a picture of the life in Ger­ 
many through the eyes of a 
local boy. 
August 23, 1960 
Dear Mother and Dad, 
We’ve just gotten back from 
Berlin on the 
morning train. 
Myself and two fellow Texans 
went down on the duty train 
($5.70 
round 
trip), 
Friday 
night and returned this morn­ 
ing (Monday). 
The train left Frankfurt at 
8:15 p.m. and as it goes through 
E. Germany we nad to have Kus 
sian translations of travel doc­ 
uments etc. and the train had 
to be locked from Frankfurt 
to Berlin. It was dark during 
most of the journey so we did­ 
n't get to see much of 
E ast 
Germany. However, we did no­ 
tice a definite absence of ve­ 
hicular traffic and the 
people 
in the train stations had the 
most cowed, subdued 
expres­ 
sions I ’ve ever seen. 
The train arrived in West 
Berlin at approximately 
8 30 
and we went immediately to the 
Dahlem Guest House where we 
checked into our rooms. 
The remainder of the morn­ 
ing we spent walking around 
the campus of the Free Uni­ 
versity of Berlin and shopping 
in the Berlin Command shop­ 
ping center (P X ). In the after­ 
noon we took Special Services 
tour of E. Berlin. Crossing from 
West into East one can see a 
remarkable and quite distinct 
difference. In 
the 
West 
the 
streets are clogged with autos, 
the 
sidewalks 
packed 
with 
shoppers and the new shops are 
crammed with goods of all the 
world. In the East this is not 
so. Perhaps tho biggest change 
we noticed first was the lack 
of autos. 
Except 
for 
buses, 
trucks, etc. the streets 
were 
empty. Then as we went deep 
cr into the East Zone we notic­ 
ed lack of people, empty shop 
windows and the over powering 
sight of acres of rubble and 
bom1 ed out 
buildings. 
There 
are o' course bombed out build­ 


ings and rubble in West Ber­ 
lin but not nearly to the extent 
evident in the East. 
We made our only stop 
in 
the East Zone at the Russian 
Memorial Cemetery, their so­ 
called 
“Garden 
of 
Remem­ 
brance,’’ where 7,000 Russians 
who died in the battle of Ber­ 
lin are buried. A 
small 
path 
leads to a statue 
symbolizing 
Mother Russia mourning 
her 
sons killed in the battle of Ber­ 
lin. Turning left the path wid­ 
ens and continues for at least 
80 yards to the top of a flight 
of wide steps where two huge 
red granite flags droop forward 
like curtains drawn aside. At 
the base of each flag a bronze 
soldier kneels, helmet in hand, 
head bowed. In the distant 
of 
the summit of a small 
hill 
is 
visible the huge bronze statue 
of a Red Army soldier. In his 
left hand he holds a child, sym­ 
bolizing the future of Russia 
and in his right is a 
sword 
smashing the Nazi swastika. 
The tour continued by the 
alt Bahnhoff where everyday 
at 3:00 the “Red Carpet Spec­ 
ial” leaves with direct connect- 
tions to Moscow'. 
Next we 
drove 
down 
Stalinalle, 
the 
showplace of 
East 
Germany 
“democracy”. This is a street 
of 
apartment 
houses-stores 
built in what 
Berliners call 
“Moscow modern” and is most 
impressive at first sight. Then 
you begin to spot the 
rubble 
and ruins behind the buildings 
and see 
that 
the 
buildings 
themselves are very “shallow”. 
You leave Stalinalle with the 
feeling that it’s a movie “front” 
A short ways past Stalinalle 
is "Red Square” marking the 
entrance to Enter den Linden 
street. In 
prewar 
days 
this 
street was the focal point of 
Berlin. Here were located the 
largest and best museums, ho­ 
tels, government office build­ 
ings, churches, the city opera 
house, the university and other 
buildings of note. Even in its 
destruction (only 
the 
opera 
and one or two of the other 
minor buildings have been re­ 
stored) the street is most im­ 
pressive. 
Looking 
down 
Enter 
den 
Linden we could see Branden- 
{ burg Gate 
the syrrv ol of the 
livided city. 


Here the East, a maze of 
rubble and ruin, 
meets 
the 
West, a park 
like 
place 
in 
which is located Kongresshalle, 
the most modem of all munici­ 
pal auditoriums in Europe. But 
before going under 
Branden­ 
burg we turned down Wilhem- 
strasse for a glimpse at the a- 
rea where Hitler’s offices and 
residence, 
the Reichschancell- 
ory, once stood. Of the Chan­ 
cellory itself nothing 
remains 
and on the location of the elab­ 
orate bomb shelter where Hit- 
er nad Eva Braun are supposed 
to have committed suicide is 
a small mound. 
However, Joseph 
Goebbels 
Ministry of Propaganda is now 
rebuilt and houses the Nation- 
alrat, the Soviet sponsored up­ 
per house for East Berlin and 
East Germany and Goerring’s 
Air Ministry was little 
hurt 
now houses parts of the East 
Germany government. 
We drove back 
into 
West 
Berlin under the Brandenburg 
Gate and drove back to the 
guest house. The evening 
we 
spent walking 
the 
Kurfuer- 
stendamm, Berlin’s “Fifth Ave­ 
nue’’, looking 
at all the shop 
windows, movie marquees, side­ 
walk cafes, etc. 
The next day was spent roam­ 
ing the city via the U-Bahn (the 
subway system) and the big 
double-decked buses. 
The 
U- 
Bahn also runs into East B er­ 
lin and we were cautioned to 
be sure to get off at the prop­ 
er stop. 
We were amused to find that 
one of the stations had the un­ 
likely name of “Onkle Tom’s 
Butte.” We revisited Branden­ 
burg Gate and stopped by the 
R e i c h s t a g , 
Kongresshalle, 
(where we had lunch), Kaiser- 
Wilhem Memorial Church and 
the Olympic Stadium. All too 
soon we had to catch our train 
back to Heidelberg. 
Perhaps we can 
go 
again 
sometime for there’s much we 
left unseen. The 
Border 
was 
crossed without incident and 
we got hack into Heidelberg a- 
bout 9:30 this morning. 
There’s nothing worth telling 
about happening in Heidelbeg, 
so 1 11 close.
